L o o m is, January 8!h.—We have just 
passed through the most severe winter 
weather known here since 1849. Showers 
of snow fell here on Thursday and Friday, 
but melted as soon as the sun appeared. 
Saturday, at 4 a . m., was the coldest, regis­ 
tering 24°. No damage is known here. 
Yearling orange trees, without any protec­ 
tion, are uninjured, also young tigs, olives, 
etc. People here are jubilant over escaping 
damage from such unusual cold. 


M a r t ín e z, January 8 th .—The past three 
nights have been the coldest ever experi­ 
enced here, the thermom eter this morning 
registering 17°. Two feet of snow on M t 
Diablo, with an east wind, makes the cold 
penetrating. 


Y b e k a , 
January 
8th.—The unprece­ 
dented cold weather still continues. The 
mercury was 7i degrees below zero this 
morning, wiih a colder temperature in the 
higher altitudes. This is the coldest ex­ 
perienced since 1856. It will probably 
moderate soon, as such extreme cold is 
very brief here. 


F ort J o s e s, January 8th.—The ther­ 
mometer stood 6° below zero this morning, 
the coldest here for many years.

troops ; that he made a desperate resistance 
and was killed, and that his mother and 
three or four of the band were captured 
It will probably be two or three days be­ 
fore the particulars of the fight are re­ 
ceived. 
ANOTHER JOAQUIN MURIETTA. 
A gentleman in this city who has met 
the bandit chief and knows some of his 
history, savs he was a comparatively young 
man, but powerfully built, haughty and 
brave, and a man of great force of charac­ 
ter. He was almost as white as an Ameri­ 
can. He first became a bandit nine years 
ago and has always been on thealert, never 
confining himself for any length of time to 
seclusion or peaceful rest. 
He was a man 
who was a leader of men. and had he been 
disposed to live a respectable life would 
have doubtless became a great military 
leader. 
A BOLP, BAP LOT. 
His followers were gathered from the 
worst elements in the Republic, and were 
almost to a man desperate characters 
whose chief desire was to fight and rob 
They cared no more for the stain of human 
blood upon their hands than would 
butcher for that of a pig. 
Bernal knew his men and he first ter­ 
rorized the people, after which he virtually 
had them in his power. 
He thought noth­ 
ing of attacking and sacking large towns in 
which he was likelier to meet resistance 
by a dozen times the num ber of men he 
bad. 
In 1879 he attacked the city of Mazatlan 
which he held for a num ber of hours, and 
pillaged and plundered to his heart's con­ 
tent. 
SECRET OF H IS SUCCESS. 
One reason why he has been so success­ 
ful in eluding his pursuers is the fact that 
he was a great friend to poor people. 
He 
would rob and m urder the rich with a 
smile, and then travel a hundred miles to 
assist a poor family. 
In this way he maintained the friendship 
of a great many people, who were always 
ready and willing to aid him in locating 
the troops, ascertaining their intentions 
and eluding them.

S a l t L a k e C ity , January 8th.—A party 
of twenty-six emigrants—men, women and 
children—from Arkansas on the way to 
W ashington Territory, camped, in the re­ 
cent snow-storm, in 
Strawberry valley, 
southeast of here. Their horses gave out 
and they lost their way, and would proba­ 
bly have perished had they not been dis­ 
covered by some settlers of Provo valley. 
Leaving their wagons and outfit, the com­ 
pany was taken to Ileoer City and cared 
for. Their outfit will not probably be re­ 
covered till spring. 
Thirty men left the mining camp of Alta, 
on the Little Cottonwood, yesterday, for 
this city, and had a terrible trip. " The 
snow was eight feet deep, and it took them 
all day to travel twelve miles. Some of 
the party suffered from cold so that they 
lay down, and it was only by the labor and 
persistence of their companions that they 
got through alive. Only seventy men are 
now left in that camp. 
The Salt Lake and Western Railroad, 
running to Tiutic mining district, has been 
blockaded by snow for three days. The 
Utah and Northern passenger train is re­ 
ported stuck in the snow. On the Utah 
Central near Frisco the snow Í3 four feet 
deep, and many cuts are filled. 
In Salt Lake City the coldest weather of 
the season was experienced yesterday, the 
mercury going two degrees below zero at 7 
o'clock.

W a s h in g to n , January 8th.—George C. 
Gorham, ex-8ecretary of the Senate, and a 
stalwart Republican politician, is to-day— 
as he has ever been—still alive and kick­ 
ing. 
Ho is engaged in compiling the 
memoirs of Edwin Stanton, but he finds 
sufficient time to keep up with the politi­ 
cal procession. The California Associated 
Press correspondent met him to-night at 
the residence of Senator Stewart of Nevada. 
“W ho will the Republicans nominate for 
President?” asked the correspondent. 
“ I have no means of knowing.” was the 
reply. “God moves in mysterious ways his 
wonders to perform.” 
“ W ill it be Blaine?’ 
“If it is Blaine the Republican party will 
meet the fate of the old Whig party, and it 
will deserve such a fate.” 
"W ho do you favor for the nomination ?” 
“ The man for whom Roscoe Conkling 
will get up in the Academy of Music or 
Cooper Institute in New York, and urge 
the New York Republicans to support. A 
good Republican, with Conkling’s indorse­ 
ment, can carry the State, and will be 
elected President. If Blaine is to be nom­ 
inated again he will not carry more States 
than did Scott when he ran against Pierce. 
The Republican party will become so 
shriveled that it can be swept upon a dust­ 
pan and thrown into the ash-barrel. If the 
Republican party is to become a Blaine 
party, the sooner it dies the better.” 
“ W hat Republican would make an avail­ 
able candidate—one upon which the entire 
party could u n ite?” 
“ 'There are plenty of good men for can 
didates. 
For example, there is General 
Sheridan or Justice Miller of the Supreme 
Court. 
Miller is a little old, but is in full 
possession of his mental and physical 
powers. 
No Republican could refuse to 
vote for either of them .” 
“ W hat about Hawley?” 
“ He condoned election outrages 
and 
the murder of innocent citizens at the 
South in reconstruction days.” 
“ What is the matter with Sherman?" 
“ He was identified with the Hayes ad­ 
m inistration.” 
“ W ouldn’t Harrison of Indiana make a 
good candidate?" 
“ He is a man of small stature, defeated 
in the last Senatorial fight in Indiana, and 
not so strong with his people as ex-Gov­ 
ernor Porter.” 
“ Well, how would Allison suit you?” 
“ He is the tail to Blaine's kite." 
“ Well, who are you for, anyhow ?” 
“ A man that everv Republican can sup­ 
port.”

Hatfield, whom they liad stabbed, died. 
Then the Hatfields conveyed the three Mc­ 
Coy boys to the scene of the altercation, 
stripped them, tied them to a paw-paw 
bush, shot them to death and left their 
dead bodies in that position.

Randall McCoy 
escaped from the burning house with his 
shotgun, and. although a vollev was dis­ 
charged at him, he escaped unhurt and 
opened fire on the attacking party. 
He is 
known to have killed one of the gang 
named Chambers, and it is said shot Cap­ 
tain Hatfield in the shoulder and put the 
rest to flight. 
There are rewards abrogating $2,700 of­ 
fered by the State of Kentucky for the ar 
rest of the Hatfields, and their delivery to 
the jailer of Pike county, for the m urder ol 
the three McCoy boys, but no one seems 
desirous to make the attem pt to take 
them, as tliev are strongly barricaded in 
the wiids of West Virginia. One of their 
num ber constantly stands guard, and they 
defy the authorities, but retributive justice 
is likely to speedily follow, as their last 
acts have stirred up the whole section. 
^ This gang of outlaws has killed Mr. Mc­ 
Coy's wife, three of his sons and one 
daughter, besides burning his house, leav­ 
ing him only three daughters. But if the 
Hatfields are even taken, dead or alive, the 
men who undertake the job will have a 
fight, as this set of West Virginia toughs is 
a determined and desperate band.

FLOODS IK CHIKA—SOMETHING ABOUT 
A STEANGE EIVEK. 


Some weeks ago the R b o o k d -U n io n 
gave, in common w ith most of the press of 
the State, the first accounts of the great 
flood ujion the H waug-lio or Yellow river, 
in China. 
T hat news was incomplete, as 
first accounts of great disasters in remote 
parts usually are. 
( >n Saturday the R e c - 


o r d - U n io n gave the latest or particular 
accounts of the event, w ith details as gath­ 
ered by the London Standard's correspond­ 
ent, and telegraphed Friday morning, hut 
too late for our publication that morning. 
An envious contemporary thereupon ex­ 
poses its narrow conception of the intelli­ 
gence of news readers by declaring that 
the second publication was stale news, a 
repetition of that it had given weeks ago. 
The facts disclose the untruth and silliness 
of the statement, and the news value of 
the full details referred to emphasizes the 
importance of the second account. 
T he recital by the correspondent of the 
Standard shows that the results of the 
overflow were very disastrous; that hun­ 
dreds of thousands of lives were lost by 
the inundation; that indeed an area of 
country is flooded larger than Wales and 
more thickly populated than Ireland, and 
that all the inhabitants have either been 
drowned or have fled from the district- 
The money value of the loss of property 
is simply incalculable as yet. 
Such inundations in the valley of the 
Hwang-Ho have been frequent duringsome 
thousands of years, and these are due to 
the engineering incapacity of the Chinese 
and the peculiarly negligent habits of 
those having charge of public works in 
China. 
The IIwang-Ho rises in N orthern 
Thibet, in latitude 35° north and longi­ 
tude 96° east. 
The Chinese long held the 
river entitled to special reverence, but 
whether it is identical with one of the 
sacred rivers of the world, is a m atter not 
agreed upon by scholars. 
Latterly the 
Chinese have come, says Wilson, to regard 
the stream as a curse and -ource of sor­ 
row. 
From the lakelets its course is at first 
south, then west, then north and northeast 
for 700 miles, till it reaches the “ Great 
W all,” which it follows northwardly 400 
miles. 
It then crosses the W all, bends 
north and east around the country of the 
Ortous Mongols and impinges against a 
spur of the Peh-ling mountains, turns 
south and runs 500 miles and more be­ 
tween the provinces of Shensi and Shansi. 
In this part of its course it traverso» the 
lower plains and becomes yellow in color. 
Over 1,800 miles from its source it receives 
the greatest affluent, the Wei, and then 
flows eastward 200 miles to the vicinity of 
the large city of Kai-fung-fu, the capital of 
Honan. 
It was near this city, says the 
Standards correspondent, that the inunda­ 
tion began. 
From this city it flows to the 
G ulf of Pechili, hut this part of its course 
is really its delta, it having had many 
channels to the sea. 
W ithin Chinese his­ 
tory it has six times changed its bed, and 
doubtless did so many times more in pre­ 
historic ages. 
Here is a tortuous river of 2,700 miles 
through an arid and treeless region, and 
which is of necessity restrained over a 
large part of its course by artificial banks, 
llecause it so subjects the country to inun­ 
dation it has recently dawned upon the 
Chinese that free-planting upon this stream 
and its catchment area must he engaged in, 
a statement that has been made by several 
recent visitors to the district. The river, 
says General Jam es Harrison Wilson, I T . 
S. A., whose work upon China is just from 
press, and vrhich we adopt as the best pub­ 
lished recent account, in the dry season, 
two-thirds of the year, carries but a small 
volume of water, compared with our Mis­ 
sissippi. 
It is shallow and narrow until it 
enters the delta, and has so great a de­ 
clivity, that above the delta it is unfit for 
navigation. 
It is full of rapids, and at 
places its current is so swift that it can he 
crossed only with much danger. 
The plains this river traverses in its 
lower courses are level, and stretch away 
in either direction hundreds of miles— 
they are almost as level, says the General, 
as flowing water. 
In the rainy season the 
character of the river suddeuly changes. 
W illiams estimates its water-shed at 473,­ 
000 square miles, ami it is almost entirely 
hare of trees. 
Hence the rains on its 
upper course m u swiftly to the river, 
which rises with great rapidity, and as the 
banks are very low, artificial restraint is a 
necessity. 
W hen there is heavy rain upon 
the delta plains, with descending high 
water from the table lands, the em bank­ 
ments, which are invariably neglected, 
give way in the weaker places, and whole 
districts are thus suddenly inundated; 
“ houses are melted down, crops destroyed, 
and at times thousands of people, w ith 
all their flocks, are drowned.” 
From time immemorial, says General 
Wilson, these embankments have been 
under construction and repair and the 
objects cf greatest solicitude on the part af 
local and the Imperial Governments. W ith 
the subsidence of the floods, however, “the 
improvident or corrupt officials, and the 
still more improvident people, seem alike 
to forget that the embankments will ever 
be required again, or that there is any 
necessity for looking after or repairin'' 
them .” 
Heme of these restraining walls are con­ 
structed wit It great care, others are poorlv 
b u ilt 
Generally, they are placed from 
one to two miles back from the river, and 
are from 12 to 14 feet liigh and 20 to 2-3 
feet in width on top, and have .-lopes of 
two base to one jterpendicular. 
A ny vege­ 
tation that grows upon the slopes is scru­ 
pulously raked of! and used for fuel; the 
tope are used as roads, crossings are not 


well constructed, and as a consequence 
they arc often cut through to the level of 
the plain. Burrowing animals infest parts 
of them, snd undercut them from one side 
to the other. Such injuries no one in 
China thinks of repairing beforehand. 
When the floods come the army is called 
to the embankments and thousands of 
people hurry to the works, and engage in 
frantic efforts to keep back the waters. 
This improvidence is characteristic of the 
domestic government throughout China. 
General Wilson examined one of the 
embankments of this river, built liy the 
Emperor Kien-Lung, who was contemp­ 
oraneous with the lime of Geor”U W ashing­ 
ton. 
It is near Kai-fung-fu, and it was 
part of this embankment which gave way 
in the most recent inundation. 
It ex­ 
tends for many miles above and below the 
city, Is from forty to fifty feet high, and 
fifty to sixty feet in width on top. 
Its 
solid contents he estimates to he 1,000,000 
culiic yards pet mile, and to have cost, 
even w ith the abundant and cheap labor 
of China, §56,000 per mile. 
W here the 
G eneral crossed this great levee it was 
surrounded by the walls and gates of a 
fortified city, and compared to the dead 
level plain, seemed to he a mountain, com­ 
manding an almost illimitable view of the 
country. 
In the great flood of 1853 this 
enormous embankment was broken through 
about thirty miles below the point where 
it gave way so recently. 
From th at break 
the river left its old bed and made a new 
one across the plains to the Tatsing-lio, 
and along that river’s l>ed to the gulf. 
In 
the flood of 1853 the water was higher 
than ever before known, or given by tra­ 
dition. 
From the accounts now- received, 
it is probable that the last flood gave 
higher wat4fr than even that of 1853, since 
the devastation apj>ears to have been over 
a broader area and much greater in loss of 
life and property. 
Abbe Hue, who wrote 
very early of the Yellow river, and whose 
work is before us, states that the bed of 
the river was then higher than the jdains 
in the provinces of H onan and Kiang-su, 
for more than two hundred leagues, hut 
General Wilson insists that the Abbe was 
in error. 
It is remarkable that Abbe Hue, 
after examining the embankments of the 
Yellow river, predicted that a great inun­ 
dation would take place. 
Engineers of all leading nations have 
given a great deal of attention to the his­ 
tory of inundations by the Yellow river, 
with a view of enlarging the world’s 
knowledge of river treatm ent, hut all in­ 
quiries upon the ground have been pur­ 
sued under very 
discouraging circum­ 
stances, owing to the illiteralitv of the 
local Governments. 
In 188fi both French 
and German engineers |>roj>osed jdans to 
the Chinese Government for the repair of 
the river’s embankments, the restoration 
of its waters to its old channel in the delta 
and for the effectual regulation of the 
stream, hut the offers were rejected. 
Now, 
however, the Imperial Government has 
detailed a General of the army to inspect 
the river and rcpcrt upon its embank­ 
ments. 
It appears to make no difference 
that this official protests that lie knows 
nothing of engineering or river problems 
and is wholly uninformed concerning what 
ought to be done when any given state of 
facts Is established. 
H e has his orders 
and must go on with the inspection—it is 
the Chinese way. 


TO YOUNG LADIES. 


THE COLD W AVE. 


A cold wave has visited a large portion 
of the State and coast. 
I t is phenomena 
and indicates nothing of normal climatic 
conditions. 
It occurs at a time when it 
can do no damage whatever. 
On the con­ 
trary it will benefit the country. Of course 
we must expect those who are seeking to 
damage the climatic reputation of this sec­ 
tion of the coast, to make the most of the 
cold wave. 
Rut among intelligent people 
they will accomplish nothing. Meterological 
surprises attach to all climates, and intel­ 
ligent jieople realizing this, will not base 
judgments upon them. 
Really we have 
not had excessive cold. 
T hin crusts of 
ice have here and there formed, there was 
a flurry of snow, and sharp frosts have 
made the ground sparkle, but there has 
been no such cold as by the Eastern man 
would be considered worth the mention. 
So far as the cold we have thus far had 
concerns citrus frnits not yet gathered it 
will benefit them. 
As the Han Francisco 
Call says: 
These touches of w inter perform a beneficent 
work. They m ake all fruits of an acid or sub­ 
acid nature m uch better. It has been fre­ 
quently said that the degree ot cold in this 
Htate is not sufficient to bring the apple aud 
some other fruits to perfection.

The snow that fell a few years ago in Southern 
California was sufficient, in some places, to en­ 
courage am ateur sleighing, but the citrus crop 
was not harm ed thereby.

The frost m antle m ay not deal gently with 
sw elling rosebuds, w ith blossoming callas which 
greeted Christmas, nor with heliotrope and jmi- 
quils, nor w ith the last of the chrvsanthem um s

because it is the fashion. The violets, too give 
out no perfum e when the frost crystals laid 
upon them sparkle in the m orning light. Hut 
one gentle rain sets them all right again. The 
bloom of gardens is arrested only tor a few days. 
Millions of laivse m ay be pushed just beyond 
the line of developm ent by that frost; malicious 
influences are checked: the laggard pace is 
quickened, and a new z¿st is given to life. 
Af­ 
ter all, this touch of w inter is gentle aud kind, 
not goiug to the extrem e of searching the mar- 
row-bones nor boding anv evil because it has 
painted some part of the citius belt white for a 
few hours.

STATE PRISON MATTERS. 


M eetin g o f th e H oard o f D irectors at 
F olsom oil S aturday E venin g, 
On Saturday night a meeting of the State 
Prison Directors was held at the State 
Prison at Folsom. Present a full Board, 
Director Scrivner in the chair. 
No business whatever except routine was 
done. Luttrell offered a resolution that 
the W arden of the Folsom prison be au­ 
thorized to m ake such rejiairs as might be 
necessary 
to 
the prison building and 
grounds, and to purchase such additional 
furniture for the W arden’s house as might 
be necessary to make it comfortable—with­ 
out endangering the apjiropriation for the 
present fiscal year. The ac'ion of the War­ 
den in this matter was to meet with the ap­ 
proval of the President of the Board. 
The resolution was adopted. 
W ard n Aull submitted his m onthly re­ 
port. embracing the tim e that he had been 
in charge of the prison. The report was 
exhaustive, and contained numerous sug­ 
gestions looking to improvements in the 
management of the prison. 
In it he 
staled that he had made no removals of 
officials, and that the only changes made 
had been by appointments to fill vacancies 
occasioned by voluntary resignations. The 
reports of the subordinate officers were 
read and received. 
The Warden suggested that in the esses 
of some prisoners 
the 
prison records 
showed that they had been deprived of 
credits, while the minutes of the Board 
were silent on the matter. 
He called at­ 
tention to the lax, ami asked of the Board 
what action he should take in cases where 
the allowance of the credits would soon 
effect the termination of the terms. 
After 
an informal discussion the Board directed 
the Warden to look into the matter, corre­ 
spond with the former Warden, and if there 
were cases which should be presented to 
the Board, that the prisoners have an op­ 
portunity to be heard. The W arden cited 
section 23of the Act of April 15, 1880. 
It 
appeared from his report that in some cases 
a deprivation of crenitx had been made, or 
appeared to have been made, where no ac­ 
tion of the Board had been taken. He 
sim ply wanted a ruling of the Board as to 
the construction of the law that he would 
not turn out a convict before his time was 
out or de’ain a m an who was entitled to a 
discharge. 
Certain prisoners were directed to be 
transferred from San Quentin to Folsom. 
The question of reopening the quarries at 
the Folsom prison was informally dis- 
cosssed. The sentim ent of the Board was . 
in favor Oi working the prisoners, but 1 
egairtet the products of their labeir being ( 
placeel on the market in unjust competition 
with free labor. 
W hile no action was 
qiken it seemed to be generally understood 
that the quarries would be carried on and 
the material and work applied to perm a­ 
nent improvements at the prison grounds. 
It was, of course, understood that by this 
disposition of the material and labor the 
State would bare a perm anent benefit. No 


formal action was taken by the Board on ] 
the matter. 
On motion the salary of the ambulance- 
driver was increased from $00 to $75 per 
month, that ol the gate-keeper from $50 to 
$75, and a foreman of the blacksmith and 1 
engineering departm ent was appointed at 1 
a salary of $75. By this arrangement the 
services of one man were dispensed with, 
and the addition to the pay-roll was about 
$60. The reason urged why the changes 
should be made were that the hours re­ 
quired of two of the employes affected were 
excessively lo n g ; that the responsibility 
consequent of their positions justified a 
larger compensation, and that at the San 
Quentin prison similar services are better 
paid for. 
From the discussion it appeared 
that at the Bay prison salaries generally 
were higher than at Folsotn, and several 
members of the Board seemed in favor of 
an equalization between the two institu­ 
tions. Captain Aull stated that he had 
carefully examined the salary list of the 
prison at Folsom, and had no recommend­ 
ations to make except those embraced in 
the order just passed by the Board. He 
believed that in that regard a just change 
could be made, and stated that during the 
balance of his administration no other 
changes of compensation would be asked 
for. 
A motion was carried that when the 
Board adjourn it do so to meet at San 
Quentin prison on the 16th instant at 10:30. 
The principal subject to come before that 
meeting will be the consideration of prop­ 
ositions to light the jute works so that work 
can be done in the houts of night. 
It is 
proposed to run two shifts of men—eifAit 
hours each—and to so adjust matters that 
during the sixteen hours operations in the 
works will be continuous. To do this 
proper lighting will be necessary. 
The Board then adjourned, 
" 


ERACLIO BERNAL. 


R om antic In cid en ts uf th e L ife o f th e 
D ead B an d it. 
The adventures and crimes of the Mexi­ 
can bandit Bernal, who is reported to have 
beeii killed, are wild as the most extrava­ 
gant stories of fiction. 
The Examiner of 
yesterday has the following : 
“ Eraclio Bernal, 
the bandit reported 
dead by a Nogales dispatch was the worst 
of all bandits,” said Hilerio Maximus, a 
Sonora mine-owner, to a reporter yester­ 
day. 
“ Did I know Bernal? Very well, in­ 
deed. 
I have been robbed by him and 
ought to know him. 
I know so much 
about him, too, that I can hardly believe 
the dispatch. 
You know he has been re­ 
ported dead so many times, and yet of a 
sudden you hear of him and his band a 
hundred miles away, robbing as usual. 
“ Bernal is about*28 or 30 years old, and 
was born in San Diemas, near Sinolca. in 
the State of Durango. For years he has 
exercised a wonderful power over men. 
He is a born leader, born to command, and 
his followers render to him a homage and 
an obedience that is curious to see. 
“ Five years ago Bernal was employed in 
one of the large gold mills of San lliemas. 
He got to stealing ore, and kept it up for a 
long while. 
Finally the owners detected 
him and called him to account for it, but 
Bernal convinced them in such a gentle­ 
manly way that he needed all the gold that 
he took, that they not only dropped the 
matter, but let him continue on as usual. 
He staid a while longer, and finally started 
out with a crowd of followers to levy assess­ 
ments, as he called them, on mine-owners. 


H IS O N E A M B IT IO N . 
“ Bernal is highly connected and edu­ 
cated. For a long time he has had but one 
am bition—to be Governor of Sinoloa. To 
this end he calls on all the rich mining 
companies for weapons and funds to carrv 
on the war. 
In every instance he gives his 
note, or due bill, for the money or guns he 
gets. 
“ In June last I was employed by the Los 
Palmos Milling Company at Giviolanius. 
Durango. 
At 4 o'clock in the morning I 
was awakened in my room by the sound 
of voices and loud beating against the 
door. 
Immediately after, a half dozen 
guns were brought to bear on me. and the 
leader, who was Bernal, stepped forward 
and asked me to deliver up the keys to the 
safe below, saying he wanted $4 U00. 
“ I told him that I was not the manager 
and had no power to grant this request,that 
the manager was in another room. 
They 
made me get up and point out the room, 
and go in in advance of them and get Don 
Juan Maria, the manager, out. 
“ Eraclio touched his hat to him politely 
and repeated his request. Don Juan de­ 
murred, saying he didn't have but $3,200 
anyhow. 
He and I and all the rest were 
duly marched down, and when we were 
ranged disarmed all along in front of the 
buildings, we found there were just twenty- 
five of Bernal’s men there in all. They 
were ranged opposite us, all being well 
armed. 


P O L IT E BUT DEAD LY IN EA RN EST. 
“ Business was proceeded with very leis­ 
urely, Bernal having meantime given on 
ordei that not a drop of liquor should be 
sold to any of his men while in town. Not 
a drop was sold, either. 
He also ordered 
his bund to disturb nobody. 
“ Don Juan ojiened tlie safe, and sure 
enough there wasn't but $3,200 in it. 
Ber­ 
nal, however, looked carefully over the 
books to see it the cash was right, und find­ 
ing that the entries in the books and the 
cash tallied right, he let the manager off. 
Then he, with great deliberation, wrote his 
note for the am ount. I can remember the 
exact wording of it now. It ran : 
I, Eraclio Bernal, when Governor of Sinaloa, 
will pay to Los I'almos Milling Company, Don 
Juan Maria, of Giviolanius, m anager, 8,'!,200. 
God help u s ! Amen. 
E r a c l io B e r n a l . 
“ Before the men dispersed the little chil­ 
dren of the town had gathered round. 
‘ Give me a dim e,’ one would say ; ‘Let me 
have some money, too,’ another would say, 
and Eraclio would dip into the bag of sil­ 
ver money and give them all some. He 
didn't miss any. 
“ Bernal was a regular cavalier. 
The 
pocket-book, which one of his men had 
grabbed from me, he returned, saying I 
needed it more than they did. 
He never 
looked to see how much was in it when he 
learned who I was. 
“ The mining companies are all down on 
Bernal because' he assessed all of them to 
carry on liis campaigns. 
I have no doubt 
he would liave returned the money, as he 
said he would, if he had not been killed, 
if he really lias been. 
“ Tlie Governors of Durango and Sinaloa 
have for sonip months now offered a re­ 
ward of $10,000 from each State for Bernal 
dead or alive. Bernal had a great many 
friends in both States, among people, too, 
who are in authority. Others were afraid 
of him and made no attem pt to stop his 
dejiredations. 


A V EN G IN G A RO BB ERY . 
“ Up a deep gorge from San Diemas one 
day an old man, an American, was stopped 
and ordered to give np his watch and 
money by a lone horseman. ‘ Who are 
you ?’ asked the old man. ‘ Eraclio Bernal ’ 
was the response. The old man didn't say 
a word, but handed over and went on, the 
robber taking his horse also. 
“ Down the canyon he met four horse­ 
men going np. 
‘ How does it come,' asked 
the leader, ‘ that an old m an like you is 
walking in these m ountains?’ The old 
man said Bernal had just taken his horse, 
watch and money. 
‘Did he say he was 
Bernal ?’ asked the man, and he rode on up 
the canyon. 
Pretty soon he returned with 
everything. 
“ ‘ There is your horse and other things,’ 
said he, 
* The man who took them lies 
dead np there. H e was not Bernal. I am 
Bernal.’ 
“ The old man had but $8, and Bernal, 
rem arking that that was not enough to take 
him through to where he iwas going, gave 
him $8 additional. 
" There is no doubt that Bernal had many 
r.oble qualities. Thousands have believed 
that within a year or two be would be 
Governor of Sinaloa, and, as I have said, I 
find it hard to believe that he is dead.” 


RECLAMATION DISTRICT NO. 5. 


N eith er S u tter C ounty N or tfie S tate Ite- 
spoD slble for Its D eb t. 
M. E. Sanborn, the well-known attorney 
of Yuba City, being asked for information 
relative to the threatened suit against Sut­ 
ter county or the State by Eastern holders 
of bonds of Reclamation District No. 5, ex­ 
pressed him self as follows to a Marysville 
Appeal reporter: 
“ In no possible way can Sutte; county 
or the State be made responsible for a sin­ 
gle dollar of the Levee District No. 5 debt, 
bonded or floating. It is a purely local dis­ 
trict affair, and there are grave doubts as to 
the legality of any of the debt, even against 
the levee district. 
“ All bonds which have been redeemed 
were jiurciiased at a great discount by land 
owners in the district, and delivered to the 
Board of Reclamation Fund Commission­ 
ers, in paym ent of the bonded debt against 
specific tracts of land, which were, in each 
case, then ordered stricken from the assess­ 
ment list of the district. Some 31.000 acres 
have been so stricken from the roll. 
“ Only $588,000 of bonds were issued, of 
which am ount $183,500 are redeemed. 
“ Practically no taxes have been collected 
in the district for thirteen years, and what 
little was paid was by land-owners who 
also held bonds, and paid the tax with due 
interest coupons detached from such bonds. 
“ The bonds have no m arket value, and 
are only salable to occasional land owners 
who desire to use them in freeing their 
land from the cloud cast upon it by the 
charges made against it on the District as­ 
sessment roll3. 
“ No benefit ever accrued to any of the 
lands in the District from the expenditure 
of money in this vast reclamation scheme, 
which was a failure from its inception, and 
many attorneys who have given close at­ 
tention to the subject doubt the legality of 
the organization of the district and the val­ 
idity of the bonds. 
Hut so long as the 
bonds could be purchased at a low rate, 
many of the land owners have preferred to 
buy enough for the purpose, and with them 
redeem ttieir lands in pursuance of an Act 
uf the Legislature, of March 25, 1874. Tlie 
first bonds so redeemed were by Eli Davis 
in 1SS3, and the last by John Schagg, Jan ­ 
uary 4, L88S. To compute the amounts 
due against jiarticular tracts sought to he 
redeemed, requires a complicated system of 
calculation, as also to determine the pro­ 
portion of the debt which can be paid with 
bonds, and what with due coupons, or 
cash.”

California has ever been in the lead as 
an agricultural and m ining section, and 
has always contented herself with the 
m anufactured 
articles of other States. 
W hy ttik should be so is hard to under­ 
stand, for the field for the m anufacturer is 
here unsurpassed. Rivers of water power 
running to waste, sunshine for 365 days in 
the year, ice and snow a thing hardly 
known, one would think, considering her 
m any natural advantages, that Sacramento 
city, and in fact the Sacramento valley, 
should be filled with m anufacturing enter­ 
prises. George E. Hart, of Union, N. II., 
came to this coast several weeks ago to 
start an excelsior manufactory, and, look­ 
ing about for a good location, wisely se­ 
lected this city. 
He immediately secured 
a lot a t Sixth and H streets, and is now 
having erected thereon a two-storv build­ 
ing, in size 40x80 feet. The excisior of 
commerce 
is

The 
manufacture

article 
dates 
back for 
inore 
than 
a dozen years, 
hut only in the last live years has its'iuan- 
ufacture been made on u large scale. Mr. 
H art and his brothers are pioneers in this 
and the lum bering business, and most of 
the machinery used in making the excel­ 
sior is covered by their letters patent. In 
New H am pshire the wood used in the m an­ 
ufacture of this material is exclusively 
poplar. 
H ere they will use sycamore, 
w hite willow and cottonwood. The pie- 
paring of the wood requires considerable 
skill. 
It lias tobe pealed at acertain time 
of the year, and to make a first-class article 
it m ust be thoroughly dry, straight-grained 
and free from knots. Fourteen upright 
single-acting excelsior cutting machines 
will be put in the new m ill, and they will 
have a capacity of about five tons per day. 
These machines will be driven by a 60- 
horse power steam engine. The wood is 
•ut up into blocks about six inches square 
at the end, and eighteen inches long. These 
sticks of wood are fed into the scratching 
and shaving machines, and come out the 
excelsior of commerce. The manufactured 
article is pressed into bales in size two by 
three feet, and three and a half feet in 
length, weighing about 250 pounds. The 
new mills will be ready for operation on 
the 10th of February.

OUR INCREASING TRADE. 


F a r th e r G r a tify in g F a s t s b y th e R e c o r d s 
o f th e C ity P o sto ttlc e . 
Occasion was taken a few days since to 
show in these columns the increasing trade 
and prosperity of Sacramento, by giving 
comparisons of the receipts and remittances 
of the city postoffice for the last quarter of 
1887 and the corresponding quarter of 1886, 
the year previous. The facts thus shown 
were striking aud extremely gratifying to 
all interested in the business ouilook and 
prosperity of the city. 
It is believed, how­ 
ever, that the extent of the money trans­ 
actions through the local postoffice is not 
realized by the people generally nor by the 
business men themselves. 
An examination of the records of the 
Postoffice shows that the num ber of Post­ 
office orders and postal notes, both issued 
a id paid, is very large. Thus, a single day’s 
transaction, noticed in the latter part of 
December, is shown by the cash book as 
follows :

ascertained that the total money transac­ 
tions of the office for 1887 reached tlie snug 
sum of $1,395,307 58. The business of the 
Money-order Departm ent of the office in­ 
creased from $599.562 11 in 1886 to $647,­ 
940 63 in 18S7, a gain of $48,378 52, while 
the postal-note fund increased from $43,­ 
803 99 in 1886 fo $49,713 16. an increase of 
$5.909 17. 
The increase of the clerical work of the 
office from this large gain in orders issued 
and cashed is of considerable moment, us 
each order has to be entered four tim e3. 
The work of the office has therefore so far 
increased, out of proportion to the number 
of employes, that during the recent holi­ 
day season Postmaster Stephens employed 
extra help and paid for it out of his own 
pocket, in order that all mail matter 
should be handled promptly and delivered 
at once, or forwarded by the first mail af­ 
ter deposited in the office. Quite a personal 
outlay was thus made by the Postmaster, 
and it is believed that the Postoffice author­ 
ities at W ashington will soon see the neces­ 
sity of granting an addition to the present 
force.

NEW GUNS. 


T h e L o c a l M ilitia to B e A r m e d w ith th e 
L a te st Im p r o v e d S p rin g fie ld H id es. 
Adjutant-General Orton has informed 
the soldier boys of the First Artillery Regi­ 
ment that he has ordered for their equip­ 
ment, in addition to the new uniforms, 
500 stand of the latest improved Govern­ 
m ent Springfield rifles, and that they will 
be received and distributed to the various 
companies in a very short time. These 
rilles are classed as among the most im­ 
proved and best m ilitary guns. 
It has the 
new improved chased trigger and the new 
wind gauge eights. 
Tlie lock is fitted to 
the three-nick or safety notch. 
This will 
necessitate the companies adopting the new 
rule in inspection arm s. The rifle is of the 
regulation six-pound pull of trigger, anil is 
fitted with tight russet straps. In this con­ 
nection it is also learned that the battery 
company (B) is to be supplied with four

General Orton has by 
his action greatly ingratiated himself into 
the favor of the local militia men. The
